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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the shroud covering a 
portion of the slider (claims 1 and 21) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

The drawings show that no portion of the slider is covered or obscured by the 
shroud. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shatl contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 4-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The recitation of the 
shroud covering a portion of the slider is not found in the specification as originally filed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



5. Claims 1, 11-13 and 16-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Buchman '885. 

As a note, Buchanan '885 discloses that the opening 31 in the shroud may have 
a triangular shape. See column 3, lines 60-62. Since triangles inherently have at least 
two acute angle portions, Buchanan '885 meets the limitation of the shroud with an 
opening having an acute angle portion communicating with the weakening portion. 

Furthermore, Fig. 1 of Buchman '885 clearly shows the shroud covering a portion 
of the slider. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Buchman '885. 

Buchman '885 discloses the claimed invention except for the shroud being 
separately formed and joined to the front and rear panels. It would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to separately 
form the shroud of Buchman '607, since it has been held that constructing a formerly 
integral structure in various elements involves only routine skill in the art. Nerwin v. 
Erlichman, 168 USPQ 177, 179. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 4-10 and 15 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 4-21 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
